Presldcnt Truman today signed a 
bill authorizing a $207,000,000 con- 
struction program at anrmy and 
air force posts and bases. 
It does not provide any money 


for the work. It only authorizes 
the work, subject to congress la- 
ter appropriating the money. 


Of the total authorization, ap- 


proximately $85,000,000 Is for proj- 
ects within the Continental United 
States, and the remainder in mili- 
tary outposts. 
Considerably more 


than half Is for housing and utili- 
ties for military personnel.

from 7:45 o'clock A. M., til 5:10 P. 
M., with tho following recesses: At 
10 o'clock A. M. a recess of 15 min- 
utes. From 12 o'clock till 2 P. M. 
and at 3 a recess of 10 minutes. 


3rd. 
The principal In charge of 


the ministerial department of the 
Institute shall have and exercise 
full and undivided control, and to 
her and her alone, will the Trustees 
confidently look for a a faithful 
discharge of duty In said depart- 
ment. 


4th. No assistant teacher will be 


employed except by and with the 
advice and consent of the principal. 
Nor shall any assistant have and 
exercise any power and authority 
In the Institute, except such au- 
thority as may be from time 
to 


time specially delegated to them 
by the principal.
